SUBJECTi Replacement of Retiring Deputy Director, NIC 


1 . j ^ USAF, present Deputy Director of the NIC Is 

scheduling his voluntary retirement from the service effective within the next 90 
days. As you are aware, there has existed since the founding of the NIC In 1954 
an understanding with Air Force that they wilt fill the NIC Deputy Directorship. 
(This prerogative - which presently continues fully operational and valid - repre- 
sents a quid pro quo for their continuing assumption of the role as executive agent 
for the NfC {see attached agreement) . We have theref ore, as a matter of course, 
already queried AFNIN soliciting their nominations for fs re- 

placement . Brigadier General P, D. Wynne, USAF Deputy ACS/I, has informed 
me that the Air Force stands ready, willing and able to furnish us with a replace- 
ment. He did request that I check with you to ascertain whether you approve con- 
tinuation of our longstanding arrangements with AFNIN. We strongly recommend 
your affirmative response.

2. DIA has never railed the point - either formally or informally - of 
assuming any role In the military staffing of the NIC. Further the Chiefs of the 
military Intelligence services continue as full members of U51B with all of the 
privileges and prerogatives accruing thereto. The agreement mentioned above 
with Air Force still stands and they will be bearing the bulk of the expense of our 
forthcoming move to new quarters. If you would personally like to check t!*e USAF 
nominees, 1 can bring the files to your office at your convenience. 


3. We would appreciate your early decision and guidance on this 
matter since, the sooner we can arrange to have an effective deputy on duty, the 
sooner we can proceed to reduce our ever-expanding backlog of chores.
